Bill Now Goes Forward to the

OTTAWA, Nov. 4.--Hon. W. 8. 
Vield.ng’s amendment to the Grand 
Trunk purchase bill, which jwould 
have deferred third reading and re- 
ferred the whole matter to a com- 
Mission, was defeated in the com- 
mons this afternoon by 91 to 60, our 
Ministers voted against the amend- 
ment. They were: Sir George Foster, 
He- Arthur Meighen, Hon. 
Reid - Hon. J, A. Calder. Among 
the liberals who were puired were 
Hon. W. 8. Fielding, J. H. Sinclair, 
Guysboro; W. F. Kay, Missisquoi; A. 
R. dicMaster, Brome: J. WW. Sinclair, 
Queens, P.E.L; and W. C, Kennedy, 
North Essex. 

J. F. Johnson, Last Mountain, vot- 
ed against the amendment, and the 
other two cross-benchers who oppos- 
ed the b.1l in debate, General MacLean 
and Major Andrews, Winnipey, were 
@bsent when the vote was taken at 
six o'clock, ‘ > 

A speech by Hon, MacKenzie King, 
Ifberal leader, who moved a second 
amendment, occupied the first hour 
of the evening sitting. 

Mr. King's amendment asked that 
Instead of being given third reading 
the bil) should be submitted again 
to the committee of the whole house 
with instruct'ons to so smend ciiuse 
two as to vrovide that the agreement 
between ‘the government and ,tite 
company be submitted to purliament 
for ratification, 

Mr. King’s Objection 

Mn King declared that from @ 
business standpoint, the transaction 
was without parallel. While the 
amount involved was more than one 
quarter of the nat onal debt, the gov- 
ernment had no information as to 
how the United States will regard the 
operation in that country of a systein 
of railways by a toreign government 
Dealing with financial conditions, 
Mr, ng asserted that the govern- 
ment owes to the banks the money 
now being raised by the Victory Loan 
and that a further loan would be nec- 
essary. The measure, he said, com- 
bined all the detects of private and 
public ownership. He desired to 
warn the government that Bolshevism 
had originated in the arbitrary act- 
fons of autocratic executives. 

Hon. Arthur Meiehen in reply, ac- 
cused Mr. King of using demagogic

MAXIMUM FIGURE

WASHINGTON, Nov-'4—Despita the 


ters‘that the end of the coal strike was 
near, spokesmen here for miners and 
operators declared tonight that the 
country was in for a protracted indus- 
trial struggle in the bituminous fields. 

Labor leaders, a bit more specifio 
than operators, estimated tl.at all 
union mines were closed for at least 
four weeks. Other estimates cut that 
time in half, but officials, although 
without word of direct efforts to bring 
the both sides together, still held firm- 
ly to the view that the strike would 
not run so long. There were no con- 
fidential reports to the department of 
justice from its agents in the fields, 
and reports to Washington headquar- 
ters of the operators merely an- 
nounced that overnight conditions 
were unchanged. 


Garfield Returns, 

Returning from a trip from ths 
west, Fuel Administrator Garfield took 
actfve control of the situation and 
made ready to fix a maximum price 
on anthracite at the first evidence of 
attempts to advance the selling price. 

J. D. A. Morrow, vice-president and 
executive secretary of the natlonai 
coal association, and a former mem- 
ber of the fuel administration staff, 
was among those who saw Mr..Gar- 
field at a meeting held today between 
him and the coal operators. 

The meeting caused widespread re- 
ports that Dr. Garfield had been dele- 
‘gated to act as mediator. Several 
other members of the fuel adminis- 
tration staff besides Mr. Morrow saw 
Dr. Garfield. Attorney-Gen. Palmer, 
in a letter today to a shipbuilders’ 
council whieh protested ugainst in- 
junction proceedings, sounded a new 
hope by declaring his belief that If 
the federal court at Indianapolis Sat- 
urday held the strike illegal, the min- 
ers, as “law abiding citizens wil! dis- 
continue it.” 

This letter was made public after 
the attorney-general's office had de- 
nied a report that the injunction suit 
would be withdrawn.

I take it 
that the convention would be open, 
he sald, to amendment only insofar 
as amendments were compatible with 
that principle of a 48-hour week.” 

Could Not Accept. 

Mr. Draper retorted that he could 
not then accept the proposal. “As 
| the representative of ithe working 
people of Canada,” warm'y declared 
|Mr. raper, “I am not in favor of the 
| proposition as submitted by Mr. 
Barnes. I believe that jf we are nail- 
ed to the proposition that we can. only 
have a 48-hour week or an eight-hour 
day, that it opens the door for allow- 
ing certain Industries to work nine, 
ten, eleven or twelve hours a day—- 
it makes no difference so long as the 
forty-eight hours Per week have been 
worked. I do not think that is a good 
proposition and of course I would like 
,to thear further explanation before I 
cast my vote.”

TO BOX BECKETT 20 ROUNDS 


IN NEW ORLEANS 


Bout Will Take Place on March 17th Next Year—If Carpentier 


MOBILE, Alabama, Nov. 4. — 
Jack Dempsey, world’s heavy- 
weight champion signed an agrec- 
ment in Mobile today to fight Joc 
Beckett, the Enslish heavyweight 
champion, in New Oricans March 
17 next, according to an announce- 
ment made here tonight. The bout 
is conditional on Beckett winning 
his forthcoming bout with Car- 
pentier, the French champion. 

The bout will be for 20 rounds, 
and Dempscy, Tortorich announc- 
ed, will receive $125,000 as his 
share. 

The champion affixed his sig- 
nature to a contract after a con- 
ference here today between Jack 
Kearns, his manager and Torto- 
rich. The meeting was brief and 
Dempscy quickly assented to the 
conditions and purse of the agrec- 
ment. 

Beckett will meet Carpentier in 
December. Tortorich said that 
should Carpentier win, he would 

instruct his representatives in 
London to attempt to sign a con- 
tract immediately for the French 
champion to meet Dempecy. 


PINCH HITTER 
IS IN DANGER 
OF LOSING OUT 


Magnates Urge New Rule Deal- 
ing with Pitching and 


Batting 


By I. E. Sanborn. 

Thorough airing of a radicgl sug- 
gestion is proposed during the winter 
meetings of the major leagues, and it 
has to do with minimizing the pre- 
|dominance of the pinch hitter In base- 
ball ‘box scores, 

The idea is to eliminate the average 
pitcher from the offence by passing 
a rule permifting the manager of a 
team to choose in advance of a game 
‘whether or not the pitcher he selecis 
shall bat for h'mself, and if not. al- 
|lowing the choice of a bench warmer 
|to hit for the slabman, There is noth- 
ing new about it except that the ma- 
jority of the managers in the two 
major leagues have been converted to 
It, and if they were permitted to vote 
at the coming meetings of the mag- 
siates the rule wrobably Would de 
adopted. 

Manager's Problems, 

Its purpose is to eliminate one of 
the manager's problems When his 
team is behind in a game and his 
pitcher comes to at with runners 
Within scoring distance the team's 
boss is confronted with the choice of 
letting the s'abman, a weak batsman, 
stay in the game because he Ss pitch- 
Ing well, or of sending a pinch hitter 
to ‘at in his place and taking a 
chance with another pitcher who may 
or may not be on edge. 

If the manager lets the pitcher go 
to bat, in ten out of eleven cases tho 
runs do not score. If he sends up 
a pinch hitter, in two out of three 
cases the runs do not score, and it Is 
about fifty-fifi'y that the relief pitcher 
jwill lose the game, eyen if the pinch 
hitter does deliver. 

The suggestion that will be put up 
to the club owners this winter would 
permit the managers to keep a pitcher 
in the game if he were going well and 
still allow a fair chance to score runs 
with a pinch hitter. 

An Example. 

When a weak pitcher is assigned to 
pitch a game the manager would havy 
the gent to announce to the umpire 
that & substitute would do the batting 
for said pitcher. Of course, when 
Babe Ruth pitched, the manager 
would bat for himself. But if Ruth 
were knocked off his slab in the first 
inning, hYs successor would have to 
continue to do his own batting. Con- 
trariwise, if a weak hitting pitcher 
,were taken out of the game and a 
|slugging ‘hurler replaced him, the 
substitute would have to continue to 
do the swatting in the slabman’s turn. 

The practice of removing a pitcher 
from a one to nothing game, simply 
because he cannot hit and his team 
needs a run to tie, has become so 
common that the fans have protested, 
particularly when the {pinch hitter 
failed to deliver. In the ultimate 
diagnosis the public ought to have a 
majority vote.

000,000 to provide for expenditures to 
which the country is, or will be, com- 
mitted,” 


“Your committee,” continues the | 
report, “are of the view that paniia- | 


ment before it reaches any decision 
to increase the income tax, should 


consider whether or not it would be | 


in the national interest to materially 
increase the rate of income tax be- 
yond that in force in the United 
States.” 

The committee estimates the 
amount of revenue secured from the 
business profits tax at about $100,- 
000,000. 

“The evidence submitted,” it de- 
elares, “indicated that this form of 
taxation cannot be extended to take 
eare of further large expenditures.
